which a TV signal generally retains good quality. 
Coverage depends on the station’s power,tower height,and terrain. 

A TV signal normally travels in a straizht line toward outer: space, 
rather than bending with the eartti's curvature.sBut nature makes except- 
ions to the rule.That's where TV-DX steps iniHere's how various phases 
of TV-DX work. . j = 

"E SKIP". From lay to July and sometimes in midwinter,the ionéSphere 
(a region of air beginning 25 miles above the earth)becomes ionized or 
charged through solar radiation,creating areas denser than the TV signal 
that pass through on their way to outer space. At some 70 miles up, the 
ionized masses"bend" the signal back toward earth-but by this time,the 
signal may be 1200 miles away from it's starting pointe Hence,E SiIP ex 
(the "E" layer of the ionosvhere). % Skip or "ZS" may last up to. sev- 
eral hours:Channels 2 thru 6 (low bands) are prone to this "E Skip". | 

"Fa" Skip -reception from a differnt ionospheric layer.Distances cov-. 
ered vis F2 go up to 15,000 miles."F2" occurs during winter,as a result 
of sun spots,and bring in foreign stations,mostly Luropean, which operate 
on standards and frequencies different from American television. To re- _. 
ceive F2, your receiver must be converted or be of the foreign standards — 

"TROPS" The troposphere,the air layer lying closest to the earth, 
can bring in stations 300 to 1000 miles away. During late summer and 
early fall,rapid movements of weather fronts in the troposphere causes 
it to become dense and form ducts. These bend TV signals dom producing - 
“snow-free" recention(TROPS) from weak,or fringe-aera stations.Here the - 
entire VHF band, channels 2 thru 13 is affected.( also take note of your 
UHF and FM bands).....atch the Fi: bands when the "ZS" are in also. 


"MS" (meteor Scatter)also produces distance reception. “shen meteors. 
from outer space enter our atmosphere and burn up,ionization takes place. 
This deflects TV signals back to earth briefly-for less than a second, 
sometimes minutes as meteric overlap. "MS" is a daily,event but occurs 
best at peaks of meteoric activity.siowever,as our bulletins notes sadly, 
"Receiving "MS" isn't easy. (However,i've seen iiS last long enough i 
ebtain good clear photos of test patterns etc.) .

Al redides in Englewood N.J. He 
started FM dx about three years ago. His specific equipment includes; an EICO hft- — 
90 tuner,Finco yagi,and.CDR rotor. I: have been of the beltef that that EICO tuner 
is the best buy.in world. Al-has often consideret getting a Scott or Sherwood, but 
when he considered the difference, he gave up on: thé idea. I don't blafn him. In- 
cidentally, Al bas had “the ten element yagi forionly six months and the rotor only 
three months. Some of Al's better dx includes:E'S-I300 miles to Texas, WFAA, KRLD, 
etc. ,trops- 600 miles WHIT Clingsmans Peak NiC.“41 hes had terrific dx via n's, 
a form of dx almost unheard of gn FM. Fifteen statins have been ID via m's, “but 
Al sighs, only 8 are verified!

Although I have 
definitely and positively received:them, I have no other way of 
showing proof but through this card, The problem Involved here is of 
course, not necessarily having the verte, but finding out that you 
definitely received them. Letters in'from members Bill Hider and Demis 
Smith indicate that the "Thank You" card or letter should not be regarde 
as any kind of proof of reception.’ 

Some of the problem can be traced to the DX8r himself, If all 
DXers would follow proper business procedure in writing, perhaps a more 
sizeable group ef the stations would take the time to check the report 
and reply in the manner DxXers desire. This brings us to the noint : 
concerning the proper form to be used in requesting verification, | 

Before the writing of this column beran, I asked Art Collins why 
so many DXers had success in writing, to stations and receiving the prope 
reply and others didn8t. According to Art, many DXers don't take the 
tine and effort to submit a complete, neat, business-like report to the 
stations, Many reports are such a mess, it& no wonder that the stations 
refuse to answer; many reports are unreadable and head for the trash 
basket as soon as they are received, It is very necessary to standar- 
dize your reports into the proper form in order to aid the station in 
snecking your report, 

I have found thet the following. procedure has resulted in the 
alaition of several fine veries. to my. DX log: 

1. Use a typewriter if at all possible! If you don't have one, 
borrow one, The stations can easily read and check a report if it is 
legible and neat, : = 

2, Use the proper business form when writing to the station! This 
includes your’ address and the date with the stations atidress and to whou 
it is directed on the letter itself, not just the envelope. 

3. Use an understandable form, Give a short: introductory paragraph 
explaining that you are a television DxXer interested in obtaining veri- 
fication of reception of their station. Devote a paragraph or tuo to 
explaining the date and time received, with the advertising and programs 
seen.(Remember to state the time zone in.your location since many static 
are scrambled in different zones--1it 1s usually difficult to try to put 
down the time as it would be in their zone).Your last paragraph shcula 
state generally that you would sreatly appreciate their checking your 
report and informing you as to its correctness, (Remember you are at the 
mercy so makk no demands; just politely request:) Also use the proper 
closing; Sincerely yours or Very truly yours will suffice, 

4, Use other methods to insure a-reply! This refers to enclosing 
return postage; many stztions do not reply unless return postare is en- 
closed. (a 4¢ stamp) Also if you have a duplicate photograph of adver- 
tising or call letters, many stations appreciate having them for their 
files;this also helps to prove identificrction, Generally -address -the 
reports to the Chief Engineer; qther signers from replys can be obtained 
from time to time in the AIPA bulletin, —_ 

The above form should be helpful to most DxXers and .will produce 
surprising results if followed. A 100% reply is never guaranteed, but 
proper procédure alvays helps, Any extra sugcestions on this should 
be submitted to this column as soon as possible, = & 

Next month we shall consider the perplexing pe = 
problem of couriting stations. The AIPA board SV Neer ry 
members have been working on this; we hope to OK : .

Few scientists have done extensive research into tropospheric and E-skip tv-dx 
and its possible connection with surface or upper-air weather, But conferences with 
meteorologists and other scientists at the University of Texas have led me to be~ 
lieve that there is much more of a relatioriship between even E~skip tv-dx and sur- 
face weather than anyone suspects, 


So please write and let me know what you would like to see in this colum, 
Let it be understood that unidentified programs will always take precedence in 
the Co-channel Interference Column, but it might be possible than even off-tv-dx 
subjects or special requests in the meteorological area might be worked into the 
eclurn,
